have  fail'd  in  it,  yet  you  will  be  pleas'd  to  fufpend 
your  Judgement,  fill  I  have  by  the  fubfequent  Diff 
ouifition  prov'd  my  Succefs  to  be  far  greater  than 
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all ;  and  by  the  Difcription  of  my  Medicine  ( which 
1  iake  the  In  her  ly  to  cull  a  Specific)  exempt  my f elf 
from  tlse  imputation  of  one  '  a  cling  on  Self-  interejled 
Principles  only. 

The  Pain ,  and  imminent  Danger  attending  the 
£>tone  and  its  <  omplicated  Symptoms ,  require  our  ut- 
moft  exertions  for  their  relief ,  1  fatter  myfelf,  my 
unnhearled  Endeavours  and  Experiments  have  not 
prov'd  Fruit  lefs ,  and  that  there  is  fill  room  for fuc- 
c effuse  Artifis  to  improve  and  build  upon  the  Janie 
Principles. — conf  dering,  that  if  the  Foundation  is  good , 
the  Super  fir  lift  ure  may  be  fo  like  wife. —‘The  fuccefs 
attending  the  ref  fits  of  my  trouble  and  ex  pence,  in 
malung  the  neceffary  experiments  for  DiJ covering  fucb 
m  Medicine  ;  may  he  known  hy  the  clumbers  l  have 
curd  in  my  private  Practice,  as  will  be  frewn  here¬ 
after,  and  hy  the  Sale  of  it,  for  li  fe  eight  Months 
pafi,  the  firfi  of  it's  lung  Pub  life  d.

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TT  may  feem  necelTary  an  Apology  fhould  be  made 
^  for  Publiihing  the  following  Pages  diftinft  from  the 
Treatife  of  Difeafes  in  genera! ;  but  when  it’s  confi- 
dered  how  little  has  hitherto  been  fa  d  upon  the  fub-? 
jedt  ;  tho’  of  fuch  great  Importance,  efpecially  to  thofe 
afflifted  with  the  Stone;  it’s  Utility  will  at  once  an- 
fwer  for  itfelf. — The  only  apparent  Reafon  for  the 
Silence  of  Medical  Authors,  feems  to  be  the  Ardu- 
oufnefs  of  the  Talk  :  As  it  has  hitherto  and  w  th  fome  ' 
degree  of  Reafon,  been  deem’d  by  thofe  who  have 
lightly  touch'd  upon  the  Subject,  (the  Opprob  Medic) 
eluding  the  force  of  the  moft  celebrated  Medicines 
in  iuch  Cafes,  making  the  only  dependai.ee  on  the 
Surgeon,  and  the  Operation  ;  it’s  certain  that  the  Fate 
<j5*f  federal  Medicines  of  this  CUf$  haye  like  the  CV-- 
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lex  Peruvianas,  fuffer’d  great  Changes  in  the  Opiniori 
of  the  World,  having  at  firfl:  been  cry’d  up  as  famous 
Lithontripticks ,  and  that  they  had  the  Power  of  Dif- 
folving  Stones  of  the  hardeft  texture,  if  they  were 
Continued  for  a  length  of  time.— Mrs.  Stevens's  Sol¬ 
vent,  which  made  fo  much  noife  in  the  World;  was 
found  by  the  Chevalier  de  Coetlogdn ,  to  be  nothing  more 
than  a  Saponaceous  Alkali,  combin’d  w'th  a  mere 
barthy  Calx;  and  it’s  excellencies  fell  far  fhort  of 
its  Charafter ;  as  it  was  attended  with  inconveni¬ 
ences  moil  othei  Medicines  of  a  fimular  Nature  are, 
which  is  their  unalterable  Property  of  palling  and 
weakening  the  Power  of  the  Stomach  and  Ingejla  j 
before  a  Quantity  fufficient  to  promife  a  Cure  could 
be  taken ;  and  is  the  reafon  they  were  laid  afide  as 
deleterious. 

Yet  in  many  Inftances  where  the  Stones  were 
fmall  of  a  loofe  texture,  and  the  Pafiages  favour’d 
their  Expulfion,  fuch  Medicines  have  brought  about  a 
Cure  ;  and  from  their  feeming  Efficacy,  in  fuch  flight 
Cafes,  were  extolfd  as  Specificks  and  their  Fame 
for  a  Time  rais’d  to  a  great  height.  From  fuch  pow- 
erfull  Solvents  Remedies  of  great  Worth  might  have 
been  drawn,  if  the  Faculty  had  employ’d  a  little  of 
their  Time  in  procuring  Medicines  of  fit  properties 
to  have  accompany ’d  them  in  their  Operation,  and 
that  would  have  defended  the  Stomach,  &c.  from 
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their  Acrimony ;  and  yet  without  deftroying  their  pow¬ 
er  as  Solvents. 

It  has  hitherto  been  held  a  (landing  Maxim  in 
Phyfic,  that  it’s  more  Credit  to  the  Artift  to  cure  a 
Wound  than  amputate  the  Limb,  tho’  the  contrary 
Dodtrine  Teems  to  have  been  of  Jate  follow’d  ;  as 
fince  the  Operation  of  Lithotomy  (at  belt  dreadfull) 
has  been  perform’d  with  tolerable  Succefs  ;  Men  have 
left  off  all  Purfuits  after  a  Medicinal  Cure, 

Admitting  it  is  very  expenfive  in  fuch  a  refearch, 
yet  confidering  the  future  advantage  of  it,  at  the 
fame  time  reflecting  on  the  numbers  that  die  of  the 
Stone,  who  are  improper  Objects  for  undergoing  the 
Operation;  ard  that  the  Seafon  of  the  Year,  Age 
and  Conflitution  of  the  Patient,  muft  all  confpire  to 
render  it  Succefsfull  ;  there  is  ftill  great  inducement 
for  any  of  Ability  to  employ  himfelf  in  fuch  a  Way, 
efpecially  when  it’s  Confider’d  that  the  Difeafe  at  it  s 
beginning  as  eafily  admits  of  a  Cure  as  mod  other 
Chronic  ones :  fuch  a  remedy  muft  be  poffeft  of 
peculiar  Properties  for  deftroying  the  adhefion  and  ' 
texture  of  hard  and  Solid  Stones,  and  muft  be  di- 
vefted  of  that  part  of  their  Acrimony  which  renders 
*hem  fo  offenfive  to  the  Stomach,  and  lnfeftines,  and 
yet  have  a  Power  left  fufficiently  ftrong  to  a£t  when 
arriv’d  at  the  laft  Secretion  of  the  Body.  Such  Medi¬ 
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cines  as  a£t  Specifically  and  Eledtively  are  only  to  be 
relied  upon ;  as  it  would  elfe  be  thought  that  what 
Is  {Efficiently  Strong  to  diffolve  the  Texture  of  fuch 
hard  fubflances,  muft  injure  the  tender  Fibres  of  the 
Stomach,  and  Bowels  ;  and  that  there  are  fuch  Me¬ 
dicines  is  prov’d  by  the  effedts  of  Mercury ;  Cantha- 
rides  and  others,  as  will  be  prov’d  by  the  following 
Treatife.  *  .  , 
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T}  EFORE  I  treat  of  tlie  Stone  aud  it’s 

concomitant  Symptoms,  it  will  not  be 

thought  by  fome  of  my  Readers  improper  to 

give  a  Abort  anatomical  Defcription  of  the  Parts, 
mod  nearly  concern’d  in  that  Difeale.  and  fir  ft 

Of  the  KIDNEYS. 

An  human  Body  contains  two  Kidneys,  both 
plac’d  in  the  Abdomen,  or  lower  Belly ;  the  Right 
is  feated  under  a  part  of  the  Liver,  the  Left 

nearly  between  the  Spleen  and  Mufculus  Lumbaris, 
both  under  the  Mefentery  or  Duplicature  of  the 
Peritoneum. 

In  Man,  the  right  Kidney  is  fomewhat  lower 
than  the  Left ;  but  in  Quadrupeds,  the ,  Left  is 
generally  fo. 

They  have  each  two  Membranes,  the  exterior 
of  which,  joins  them  to  the  Loin6  and  Diaphragm, 
and  are  faftened  to  the  Badder  by  the  Ureters; 
they  are  of  a  Glandulous  Subftance,  interfpers’d 

with 
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with  an  infinite  number  of  final!  Pipes  or  Canals, 
and  in  figure,  much  refemble  a  Bean,  from 
whence  the  Name,  Kidney  Bean. 

They  receive  their  Bloodrveflels  from  the  Vena 
Cava  and  Aorta,  by  the  Emulgent  Arteries,  whofe 
numberlefs  Ramifications  extend  thro’  the  whole 
fubfcance  of  the  Kidneys,  and  terminate  in  Glands 
of  a  globular  form,  which  compofe  the  cortical 
part  of  the  Kidney,  of  about  half  an  Inch  thick 
and  of  a  Liver  colour. 

From  each  of  thefe  Glands,  iffue  out  the 
Tubuli  Beliiniani  which  extend  themfelves  toward 
the  Pelvis,  or  internal  cavity  of  the  Kidneys,  and 
form  the  Papilke,  adjoining  to  which,  is  the 
Canal  call’d  Fiftula  Membranacea,  thro’  which 
the  Urine  is  convey’d,  that  it  might  be  difi- 
charg’d  by  the  Ureters  into  the  Bladder, 

The  Blood  remaining  after  the  fecretion  of 
Urine  is  remitted  to  the  Heart,  by  the  minute 
capillary  Veins  which  arife  Jfrom  the  extremities 
of  the  arterial  Branches,  being  inclos’d  in  the 
fame  Capfular  with  the  Artery,  that  terminates 
at  the  Cava, 

There  are  likewife  a  multiplicity  of  mufcular 
Fibres  in  the  ftrufture  of  the  Kidneys,  which 
denionftrates  .that  they  are  of  other  ufes  than 
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that  of  fecreting  the  Urine  ;  as  al fo  for  the 
fije&ion  or  expul fion  of  any  concreted  Subftance. 

Of  the  URETERS. 

There  are  alfo  two  Ureters  which  pierce  the 
fubftance  of  the  Kidneys,  and  convey  the  Urine 
from  their  Cavity  into  the  Bladder ;  they  are 
generally  of  the  hze  of  a  Goofe-quill,  are  mem¬ 
branous  and  fiftulous,  aud  of  unequal  Diameter, 
obftrudtions  of  the  Ureters  are  of  infinite  confe- 
quence  to  the  Patient,  occafioning  a  furpreffion  of 
Urine,  and  if  either  is  afflicted  a  Strangury 
will  enfue. 

Of  the  Bladder,  or  Vesica  Urinaria. 

The  Bladder  is  compos’d  of  three  Membranes, 
the  Exterior  common  from  the  Peritoneum,  the 
other  two  proper  to  them  (elves ;  the  middle  one 
is  made  up  of  carnous  Fibres,  Lonitudinal  and 
circular  ;  by  the  attion  of  the  Longitudinal  the 
Fund  of  the  Bladder  is  prefs’d  forward,  towards 
the  Os  Pubis,  from  whofe  lower  part  they  arife, 
as  well  as  from  the  fore  part  of  the  Prodatse, 

while 
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while  the  circular  ones,  by  lefTenmg  it’s  Dimen¬ 
sions,  procure  the  diicharge  of  Urine. 

The  inward  Membrane  is  nervous,  and  of  an 
exquifite  feeling,  hence  is  accounted  for  the 
violence  of  the  Inflarnation  when  the  Urine  is 
become  acrimonious,  by  being  too  long  retain'd, 
as  it’s  prov’d  to  be  the  moft  putrid  of  all 
known  Liquors. 

The  Bladder  would  be  fubject  to  many  more 

Accidents,  was  it  not  defended  on  all  fides  with 
a  vaft  number  of  Glands. 

It  is  a  kind  of  Refervoir,  which  receives  the 
Urine  of  the  Kidneys,  that  it  might  not  be 
evacuated  continually,  and  againft  our  confent ; 
as  I  once  obferv’d  in  a  Boy,  that  us’d  to  go 

begging  among  the  Faculty,  fubmitting  himfelf 
to  their  infpedtion,  having  no  Bladder  at  all. 

For  the  more  eafy  emiffion  of  the  Urine, 

Nature  has  furniih’d  it  with  a  fufficient  excretory 
diidt,  which  is  the  Urethra,  and  being  tender 
like  the  inward  Membrane  of  the  Bladder,  has 
lin’d  it  in  the  fame  manner  with  Glands,  which 
emit  a  flimy  Mucus  that  defends  the  Paflage  from 
being  excoriated  by  the  Urine  and  other  Dangers 
it  might  eife  be  expos’d  to. 

Both 
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Both  the  Bladder  and  Urethra  derive  their 
Veins  and  Arteries,  from  the  Epigaftricks  and 
Illiac  Nerves,  and  from  the  Pelvis  of  the  Abdo¬ 
men,  and  by  communication  or  fympathy  are 
often  equally  affedted  in  an  acute  inflamatory 
Difeafe. 

* 

And  as  from  the  unnatural  temperature  or  ill 
habit  of  the  Urine,  whofe  Quality  will  likewife 
be  defcrib’d  hereafter,  proceed  the  various  Dif¬ 
eafe  s  of  inflamation,  Stones,  Gravel,  and  all  fabu¬ 
lous  Concretions ;  I  fhall  lightly  run  thro’  it’s 
conftituent  Principles,  that  it’s  nature  may  be 
underllood. 

Of  the  URINE. 

That  the  Urine  is  an  elementary  Fluid,  is 
evidently  demonftrated  by  the  frequent  experiments 
of  our  Chymifts  upon  it,  from  whence  they 
extradl  an  infipid  Lymph,  volatile  Spirit,  an  acid 
Salt,  fome  Oyl,  and  a  fix’d  Salt,  which  yields 

the  earthy  Sediment,  perceiv’d  after  it  has  flood 

♦ 

fome  little  time  in  the  Urinal. 

Indeed  whoever  has  a  turn  for  natural  Philo- 
fophy  may  perceive  that;  without  the  help  of 
Chymiftry,  fmee  it’s  Principles  are  contain’d  in 

thofe 
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thofe  mixtures  which  ferve  for  our  Aliment,  and 
participates  alfo  of  the  four  Elements— and  the 
more  one  of  thefe  is  predominant  in  the  Ali¬ 
ments  we  take  moft  freely  of ;  the  more  is  the 
Urine  impregnated  with  it’s  Principles— and  clearly 
evinces  the  neceffity  of  a  proper  Regimen,  being 
laid  down  in  the  cafe  of  the  Stone,  or  other 
Complaints  of  that  kind. 
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ON  THE 

STONE, 

F TP “V  H  E  Stone  called  in  Latin  ( Calculus )  from 
it’s  refemblance  of  Stones  of  the  Earth ;  is 
found  by  an  Analyfis,  or  Decompofition,  to  confift 
as  well  as  Urine,  of  an  Earth,  Air,  Oyl,  and  vo¬ 
latile  Salt,  and  that  fuch  fubfcances  are  capable 
of  forming  bodies  of  the  hardeft  Texture,  bv  at¬ 
traction  or  adhefion  ;  is  clearly  prov’d  in  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  Glafs ;  which  is  a  Combination  of  Earth, 
(or  Sjnd)  and  Salt,  with  fix’d  Air,  which  is  prov’d 
to  be  the  cement  of  the  Stone  ;  they  are  of  very 
different  degrees  of  Denfitv  and  Cohefion,  fome 
being  fo  loofe  and  triable,  as  to  crumble  to  pieces 
between  the  fingers,  while  others  have  been  taken 
from  the  Body  of  fuch  a  CompaCt  and  flinty  Na¬ 
ture,  as  to  have  {truck  fire  in  collilion  with  Steel, 
from  which  confideration,  the  Cure  and  violence 

i 
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ipf  tlie  Symptoms  of  the  Stone  mud:  be  various^ 
jfome  yielding  to  a  few  dofes  of  a  gentle  diuretic* 
when  in  others  it  is  neceflary  to  continue  a  ftron- 
ger  Medicine  for  a  length  of  time  to  dilToive  and 
fcxpell  it.  But  certain  it  is  that  a  Stone  cannot 
be  form’d  without  a  Nucleus ,  which  is  the  fub- 
ftance  that  generates  it,  and  may  be  produced 
various  ways  •  in  St.  Thomas’s  Hofpital,  a  piece 
of  Bougie  by  accident,  dipt  in  and  was  left  in 
the  Bladder,  and  generated  a  Stone;  in  Guy’s 
a  bit  of  a  leaden  Probe  did  the  fame ;  a  drop 
of  Blood  will  be  productive  of  it,  from  which  it 

- 

is  plain  the  Bifeafe  may  arife  from  extravafated 
Blood,  or  from  an  erolion  by  the  Acrimony  of 
the  Urine  itfelf,  or  the  Operation  of  Cantharides 
and  other  violent  Stimulants  of  that  nature;  a  col¬ 
lection  of  faburrous  Gravel  will  concrete  and  form 
a  Nucleus  and  fo  become  a  Stone,  which  if  ne- 
gleCted,  never  fails  to  accumulate  even  to  a  pro¬ 
digious  Size,  forae  having  been  cut  out  of  the 
Bladder,  fo  large  as  to  meafure  Eleven-inches  round, 
and  weigh  Seventeen  Ounces,  or  more,  the  fur- 
face  of  fome  are  almoft  fmooth,  and  generally 
grow  to  the  largeft  fize,  others  are  very  rough 
and  compofed,  of  angular  Points,  almoft  as 
iiarp  as  Needles,  which  accounts  for  the  vio- 
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lence  of  the  Pain  after  making  Water,  occafion’d 
by  the  }31adder  when  empty,  contracting  round 
it,  and  very  often  to  firch  a  degree  as  to  wound 
the  tender  Fibrillac  of  the  Nerves,  and  caufe  a 
Delirium,  difeharge  of  Blood,  &c. 

The  Caufes  of  the  Stone  may  alfo'  be  Irregu¬ 
larities  in  the  non  Non-natiuals,  or  from  drinking  too 
freely  of  unfermented  Liquors  ;*  as  new  Beer,  and 
fome  of  the  fweet  and  raw  Wines :  Eating  too 
much  of  unripe  Fruits  of  an  earthy  tafte. — 
There  are  likewife  fome  kinds  of  Food  that  are 

I 

fuppofed  to  generate  the  Stone,  as  Eels  and 
Lampreys  that  feed  in  the  Mud,  alfo  Water- 
fowls.  But  the  moft  common  Caufe  of  all,  is  a 
retention  of  acrimonious  Urine,  by  inducing  Ob- 
ftru&ions  in  the  PaiTage,  or  a  conftriCtion  of 
the  SphinCter  of  the  Bladder,  or  the  Bladder 
itfelf  not  being  fufficiently  empty ’d  before  a  re¬ 
peated  Secretion  enfues,  by  which  a  faburrous 
Matter  adheres  to  fome  part  of  the  Bladder,  and 
by  a  continued  accumulation  becomes  a  Stone. — 
The  Antients  talk  likewife  of  a  Succus  Lapidificus 
which  I  look  upon  as  merely  fabulous;  tho’  I 
do  not  deny  but  that  in  fome  Cafes,  it  may  be 
hereditary,  and  deriv’d  from  either  Parent,  as  we 
©ften  find  Infants  feverely  tortured  with  this- 
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pifeafe,  who  have  only  fed  on  Milk  and  fuels 
like  Diet,  that  in  itfelf  has  no  tendency  to  pro- 
duce  the  Stone. 

It  will  he  needlefs  to  dwell  longer  on  the 
Caufes  of  the  Stone,  as  this  is  intended  more  to 
ferve  the  Patient  than  instruct  the  Artift  3  I  fliall 
therefore  defer  writing  largely  on  the  Subject,  ’till 
a  more  fit  Opportunity,  having  an  extenfive  Bull- 

nefs  upon  my  hands,  which  at  prefent  I  have 
not  convenience  to  quit  entirely. 

But  to  return.' — From  what  has  been  faid  upon 
the  Subject,  it’s  plain  the  Symptoms  mult  be 
various ;  as  in  fonie  only,  a  lenie  ot  weight  in 

the  Bladder  is  felt  with  a  dull  obtuie  Pain,  and 

* 

now  arid  then  obftrudtions  in  making  Water,  while 
hi  others  it  is  violent  and  ntenie,  exciting  great 

1 

Thirft,  Fever,  naufea  and  vomiting,  fometimes  a 
total  furprelfion  of  Urine,  and  at  other  times 
ting’d  with  Blood,  fometimes  a  delirium  and  con¬ 
stant  watching,  all  which  can  only  be  palliated 
as  they  are  entirely  Symptomatic. 

It  is  eafy  to  judge  whether  the  Patient  has 
the  Stone  or  not,  by  observing  the  preceding 
Symptoms,  home  or  all  of  which  are  constantly 
attendant  on  it ;  and  fometimes  frequent  incli¬ 
nation  to  make  Water,  by  the  Stone  Simulating 

C  z  the 
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tTie  Sphincter  of  the  Bladder:  If  the  Stone  U 
large,  it  may  like\vife  be  obferv’d  to  move  upo* 
haftily  turning  when  in  Bed,  from  fide  to  fide.— 
In  fa£t  the  Symptoms  are  fo  peculiar  and  intel¬ 
ligible,  that  it’s  hardly  to  be  miftaken  for  the 
Cholic,  which  is  the  only  Difeafe  it  approaches. 
But  if  after  all  the  Patient  fhould  want  to  be

Confirm’d  in  his  Opinion,  he  may  apply  to  an

expert  Surgeon,  who  by  introducing  a  Catheter 
or  Sound,  will  inftantly  fatisfy  him— if  it  is  of 
fize  fufficient  to  make  the  fmalleft  refiftance.

Of  the  REGIMEN  proper  in  the  StonE  or 

Gravel.  * 

When  a  Patient  finds  himfelf  attack’d  with  the 
Stone,  or  a  difpofition  to  it  by  a  gravelly  Sedi¬ 
ment  in  his  Urine,  a  Pain  in  making  Water, 
or  in  the.  Kidneys,  life,  he  fhould  inftantly 
change  his  Diet  for  that  of  the  moft  light  and 
nourifhing,  at  the  fame  Time  eating  moderate 
Suppers,  which  fhould  be  Panada,  Rice-milk', 
or  fuch  like  Food,  as,  if  the  Stomach  is  far- 
charg’d  by  eating  too  freely,  Degeftion  is  im¬ 
perfectly  carried  on,  whence  Flatulencies,  want 
#f  Sleep,  are  produc’d,  and  the  Difeafa 

heigh'* 
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heighten’d  by  the  Urine  becoming  crude  and  Iff 
prepar’d. 

His  Drink  fhould  be  of  a  well  fermented 
generous  nature,  as  old  Mountain,  or  Port  and 
Water,  weak  Rum  or  Brandy-punch,  with  now 
and  then  a  draught  of  Barley-water,  or  fomthing 
bordering  on  the  faponaceous  kind,  moderate 
Diuretics  do  great  fervice  in  the  Gravel,  or 
beginning  of  the  Stone,  by  exciting  the  Bladder 
to  frequent  emiffions  of  Urine,  by  which  it  is 
prevented  from  depofiting  that  earthy  Matter  which 
it  abounds  with  in  this  Cafe. 

But  in  the  cafe  of  a  Stone  in  the  Kidneys, 
which  is  too  large  to  pafs  the  Ureters ;  or  in 
the  Bladder,  that  cannot  be  emitted  thro’  the 
Urethra,  fuch  ftimulants  would  do  great  Injury, 
by  forcing  it  if  fmall  enough,  into  the  Paftage, 
and  bring  on  a  total  fupprefhon,  of  Urine,  which 
if  not  reliev’d  in  time  by  the  help  of  a  Catheter, 
■jvould  endanger  the  Patients  Life ;  as  in  fo 
confirm’d  a  Cafe,  no  reliance  mu  ft  be  made  cm 
Diuretics,  but  recourfe  had  to  folvent  Medicines, 
which  will  abrade  its  rough  furface  and  leffen 
it’s  Dimenfions,  and  by  continuing  in  their  ufe 
totally  diffolve  it,  or  deftroy  it’s  adhefive  Proper¬ 
ties,  and  by  that  means  break  it  into  pieces, 

wb-ick

which  will  lay  it  more  open  to  the  power  of 
the  Medicine,  in  proportion  to  the  number  o! 
their  fur  faces. 

It  it  is  brought  on  by  a  too  free  ufe  of  fweet 
ill  fermented  Ale,  or  any  other  Malt-liquor  ;  the 
total  difufe  of  it,  changing  it  for  feme  of  thefe 
before  propos’d,  with  a  few  dofes  of  a  Diuretic 
Medicine,  will  be  fufheient  in  moil  flight  Cafes 
to  effedt  a  Cure. 

A  vegetable  Diet  is  not  fo  apt  to  produce  the 
Stone,  as  fome  have  imagined,  tho’  there  is  a. 
material  difference  in  the  effects  of  different 
Fruits  and  Vegetables,  as  Apples,  Cherries  and 
Rafoerries,  with  fome  others  are  gentle  Diure¬ 
tics  and  encreafe  the  fecretion  or  Urine. — yet 
dry’d  Peafe,  Nuts  and  Barley,  are  liable  to 
produce  it,  as  we  fee  by  thofe  who  drink  great 
quantities  of  Prong  Malt- liquors  ;  wh’lft  Celery, 
Horferadifh,  Parfiey,  Cfc.  are  all  of  the  diuretic 
kind,  and  are  great  auxiliaries  in  the  cure 
of  the  Gravel;  and  what  Pill  confirms  us  in  the 
above  obfervation,  is,  that  the  French  who  drink 
io  little  Malt-liquor,  are  troubled  with  this  Dif- 
eafe  lefs  than  any  other  ;  while  on  the  contrary, 
the  EngliPi  are  more  fubjeet  to  it  than  any  other 
Ration  in  the  World. 
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In  flight  gravelly  Complaints  as  I  have  before 
obfervhl,  an  abftemious  Diet ;  right  life  of  Li¬ 
quors  ;  with  a  few  Dofes  of  Medicine,  fuch  as 
will  be  fnewn  hereafter ;  and  proper  gentle  Ex- 
ercife  ;  of  which  the  molt  falutary,  is  riding  on 
Elorfeback,  as  by  that  the  Fluids  of  the  Body 
are  gently  agitated,  and  the  inclination  to  make 
Water  often  excited,  and  the  efforts  of  the 
Medicine  afllfted. 

But  in  the  Stone  (if  large)  fuch  a  Courfe  is 
highly  improper,  as  in  that  cale  the  Fits  would 
he  brought  on  oft’ner,  and  the  Medicine  evacuated 
too  foon  to  aft  upon  It  as  a  Solvent. 

Seeing  the  Rules  as  to  Regimen,  elfentially 
different,  the  caufes  and  method  cf  Cure  may 
to  fome  be  thought  different  alfo,  but  daily 
experiences  evinces  the  contrary,  as  the  caufes  of 
both  for  the  moll  part,  are  brought  on  by  an 
imperfedt  Digefl'ion,  or  fault  in  the  choice  of 
fluids  for  Drink,  or  an  ill  formation  of  Farts  that 

ftltres  or  fecretes  the  Urine  itfelf-  by  admitting 

the  groffer  Parts  to  pafs  thro’  them  that  fhould 
be  carried  off  with  the  Excrements ;  and  as  to 
the  method  of  Cure,  the  difference  is  not  mate¬ 
rial  ;  for  as  ids  impoffible  for  a  Medicine  to  adt 

as  a  Solvent,  without  being  U  a  degree  Diuretic, 

it 
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it  mufl  of  courfe  be  highly  proper  in  the  Gravel; 
only  a  far  lefs  Quantity  is  neceffary  to  be  taken, 
tho’  the  Dofe  may  be  repeated  as  often  as  in 

the  Stone. 

There  does  not  fo  much  depend  upon  the 

choice  of  Solids  as  Fluids  for  our  Aliment ; 
neither  is  it  pofllble  to  lay  down  a  rule  for 
the  former  ;  for  tho  I  have  before  obferv’d. 

People  in  general  who  are  attack’d  with  the 
Difeafe,  have  a  languid  Appetite  and  Digeftion, 
yet  I  do  not  deny  by  that  a  Man  of  an  athletic 
Conftitution  and  ftrong  tone  of  Stomach,  may  be 
liable  to  it,  and  in  that  cafe  his  folid  F ood 

fiiould  be  proportion’d  to  luch  (Length  of  Stomacn. 

For  it  would  be  the  height  of  error  and  ab- 
furdity  to  feed  the  rubuft  Plowman  with  boild 
Chickens  and  other  delicious  V  iands,  or  the 
Man  of  a  ftudious  fedentery  Life,  with  hang’d 
Beef,  Bacon,  Lfr. — fuch  Perfon3,  and  who  have 
perhaps  been  Valetudinarians  all  their  Life  time, 
mud  have  Food,  compatible  with  their  inactive, 
manner  of  Life. 

Therefore  the  Patient  is  left  to  his  difcretion, 
to  make  fu~h  choice  of  Food  as  he  has  found 
heft  agrees  with  his  Strength,  or  Stomach. 

In  cafe  of  febrile  heats  accompanying  the  othct 
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fymptoms  of  the  Stone  or  Gravel.  Currant- jelly, 
diluted  with  warm  Water,  is  an  agreable  and 
ierviceable  Liquor,  or  in  it’s  head  Pippin- water 
with  Sugary  clear  Cyder  and  Perry  are  alfo  t'& 
be  recommended  in  thefe  Cafes. 

It  is  cbfervable  that  in  thofe  Countries  where 
theie  lafc  Liquors  are  drank  in  common,  the 
Inhabitants  are  lefs  troubled  with  fuch  Complaints 
than  in  others  where  Ale  is  made  the  common 

Drink  ;  and  in  this  there  is  a  very  conhderable 

* 

difference,  which  principally  depends  upon  the 
fermenting  it,  and  the  time  it  is  fufferd  to 
Land  to  depofit  its  Fseculencies  and  grow  fine; 
therefore,  thole  Ales  which  are  tranfported  from 
One  place  to  another,  are  oblig’d  to  be  fine  and 
have  ftrength  in  proportion,  or  they  would  not 
keep  ;  fuch  is  the  nature  of  thofe  Country  brew’d 
Ales  we  drink  in  London ,  as  Bhrton>  Dorchejlei\ 
Rinsrwood  and  others ;  but  the  new  Ale  we  are 
fupply’d  with  by  the  London  Brewers,  is  treated 
differently  from  any  of  them,  and  is  drank  in 
it’s  crude  fweet  ftdte,  very  unwholeforiie  in  this 
£afe  __-FroiTi  the  choice  of  ptoper  Liquors  pointed 
cut  to  the  Patient,  as  before  he  need  not  be  at 
a  lofs  to  know  which  to  take  of. 
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In  the  Cafe  of  great  and  unquenchable  Third:, 
nothing  can  be  preferable  to  Barley  or  Pippin- 
water;  but  as  a  Liquor  to  drink  with  meals,  I 
would  (if  they  can  be  had)  recommend  Cyder, 
Perry,  Capillaire  and  Water,  or  wea':  Wine  and 
Water,  or  where  Malt-liquor  is  much  dtfir’d ; 
one  of  the  former  Ales  diluted  with  Water  to 
the  (Length  of  fmall  Beer,  will  not  be  found 
injurious, 

Bleeding  is  often  requir’d,  where  the  Patient 
is  plethoric  and  attack’d  with  the  Dileafe  dur¬ 
ing  high  living,  the  quantity  ol  Blood  to  be 
taken,  muft  be  proportion’d  to  his  (Length.  A 
Perfon  of  a  fanguine  Conftitution,.  tuiceptible  of 
Inflamations  or  inflamatory  Complaints,  may  well 
admit  of  Twelve  or  Sixteen  Ounces,  and  repeated 

t 

as  occafion  requires;  it  is  likewife  neceffary  dur¬ 
ing  the  Cure,  to  keep  the  Body  in  due  order, 
neither  too  Lax  or  too  Coftive,  as  either  extreme 
is  unfavourable. 

The  warm  Bath  is  fometimes  of  fingular  Service 
in  fupprefhons  of  Urine,  and  when  gravelly  Com¬ 
plaints  run  high,  by  univerfally  relaxing  and 
carrying  off  the  Spafms :  as  alfo  a  partial  Bath, 
immerging  the  Penis  and  Scrotum  in  warm  Water 
will  frequently  iucceed ;  and  may  be  made  ufe 
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of  when  the  warm  Bath  cannot ;  thdy  relieve  the 
Patient  for  the  prefent,  and  by  that  means  give 
the  Medicine  time  to  make  a  radical  Cure. 

Women  in  general  are  lefs  attack’d  and  fooner 
cur’d  of  thefe  Complaints  than  Men,  from  the 
more  favourable  ftrudture  of  the  Parts,  affe&ed 
with  them  ;  as  Stones  are  frequently  evacuated 
from  them  with  the  Urine,  of  an  enormous  fize, 
and  often,  with  but  moderate  Pam. 
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We  come  next  to  treat  of  the  Medicine ,  recommended' 
as  a  Specific  in  the  Dijeafe  for  which  it  is 

intended.. 

/ 

Y  the  Word  Specific,  rs  meant  a  Medicine 
that  operates  as  it  were  ele&ively,  affecting 
one  part  only,  or  curing  one  Difeafc,  without 
adting  univerfally  on  the  Conftitution  as  many 
others  do,  fuch  as  Alteratives  and  mod:  Sudo- 

rifics. - Whatever  attempts  might  have  been 

made  by  feme  to  explode  the  deftrine  of  Spe¬ 
cifics  ;  their  Efforts  were  too  weak  for  that 
purpofe,  as  we  are  daily  convinc’d,  and  is  fur¬ 
ther  prov’d  by  the  Writing  of  the  ingenious 

Dodtor  Cock:  theiefore  1  fhall  not  trouble  the 
\ 

Reader  with  a  repetition  of  them  here,  but 

proceed  to  account  for  the  aftonifhing  Succefs 

this  Medicine  has  met  with  in  the  World  fince 

* 

it  has  been  Pybliftfd,  which  is  about  nine 
Months.  Befides  the  Cafes  annex'd,  the  Pro- 
pritor  has  above  a  Hundred  Letters  by  him, 
from  Perior.s  of  Eminence  and  Repute,  giving 
the  mo  ft  flattering  profpedt  of  it’s  Succefs,  and 
recomtncnding  to  put  in  motion  a  Sublgription, 

or 
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©r  get  it  mov’d  in  Parliament,  to  obtain  a  Pre¬ 
mium  for  difclofing  the  Receipt,  to  make  it  of 
general  Ufe. 

It  is  the  moil  abfur’d  and  weak  to  infill  upon 
a  thing  being  impracticable,  becauie  it  has  been 
aforetime  unfuccefsfully  attempted:  A  number  of 
Difcoveries  have  lately  been  made  in  Phyfic, 
which  rather  appear’d  impoffible  to  be  accom- 
plifh’d ;  if  a  Perfon  ages  ago  had  predicted  that 
at  fuch  and  fuch  times  there  would  be  a 
darknefs  here  and  Eclipfe  of  the  Sun,  he  would 
have  been  deem’d  a  prefumptuous  Impollor,  and 
liable  to  have  been  feverely  treated  by  the 
illiterate,  if  he  had  firft  addrefs’d  himfelf  to 
them  without  giving  allronomical  Reafons,  for 
fuch  prophetic  Alfertions. 

It  frequently  happens  that  from  the  mifcarriage 
of  an  attempt  in  one,  another  is  led  to  improve 
upon  the  hints  of  the  former  $  and  by  his  fug- 
geftions  carries  it  thro’  the  Work  to  the  defired 
End. 

Sir  Ifaac  Newton ,  and  feveral  other  natural 
Philofophers  ;  have  prov’d  the  cement  of  the 
Stone  to  be  a  fix’d  Air  throughout  it’s  whole 
Subftance,  and  it’s  adhefion  is  more  firm 

imd  clofe  in  proportion  to  it’s  acid  Salt ;  an$ 

that 
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that  fuch  Salt  is  neceffary  to  it’s  Union,  in 
prov’d  in  the  making  of  Mortar,  a  Cement  (when 
perfectly  dry)  as  hard  as  fome  Stones  in  the 
Bladder  :  For  if  Lime  be  taken  and  well  walh’d 
with  Water  fo  as  to  dillolvc  and  carry  off  it’s 
Saline  part,  it  is  no  longer  fit  to  make  Mortar, 
but  becomes  a  friable  Calx,  no  more  tenacious 
than  Sand  or  Earth,  and  can  only  be  reftor’d 
to  it’s  priftine  State  but  by  adding  Sea-falt,  or  a 
Saline  body  of  that  Nature,  and  then  it  is  ap¬ 
plicable  to  the  Purpofes  of  Building,  Cfc. 

Now  as  we  have  prov'd  the  Cement  of  the 
Stone  to  be  fix’d  Air,  which  adts  upon  it  only 
in  proportion  to  it’s  acid  Salt ;  it  remains  to 
confider  what  are  thofe  Medicines  which  can  in 
the  greateft  degree  abforb  fuch  Air  and  diffolve 
the  Salt. 

Ail  Difcoveries  likely  to  be  ufeful  in  Phyfic, 
muff  have  philofophical  reaioning  to  put  them  on 
foot,  for  without  fuch  a  rational  account  of  them 
we  fhould  adt  in  the  dark  and  apply  them  at 
random  ;  Qui  forte  Fortuna  curat ,  forte  Fortuna 
necat ,  is  a  Proverb  of  great  verity  and  fhould 
be  had  in  Mind  when  our  Health  is  concern’d. 

Alkaline  Salts  have  beyond  all  others  been 
foynd  to  abforb  Air ;  as  a  Proof  of  which, 

let 
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let  a  quantity  of  any  fix’d  Alkaline  Salt  be  fuf- 
pended  in  an  open  Room  in  brown  Paper,  or 
anv  other  porous  Body,  and  in  a  fhort  time  it 
will  be  found  to  run  into  a  Lixivium,  by 
imbibing  the  circumambient  Air,  which  con¬ 
dens’d  makes  it  moift  and  runs  it  into  that  State. 
—And  that  Alkaline  Salt  has  a  power  beyond 
all  others,  of  defraying  and  neutralizing  Acids 
Is  as  certain  ;  for  take  any  quantity,  fuppofe  for 
Inftance,  a  Quait  of  the  firongefi:  diflilfd  Vinegar, 
and  add  to  it  about  twelve  Drams  of  a  fix’d 
Alcaline  Salt,  more  or  lefs  in  proportion  to  the 
acidity  of  fuch  Vinegar,  a  violent  Ebullition  or 
internal  Commotion  will  enfue,  and  they  will  be 
found  if  the  Proportion  was  well  adjufted,  to  be 
perfedtly  neutralized,  or  their  quality  as  acid 
and  alkali  entirely  defiroy’d,  and  fo  intimately 
incorporated  as  never  by  any  chemical  Procefs  to 
be  again  difentangied,  as  their  affinity  to  each 
other,  is  greater  than  any  befide  ;  for  tho’  al¬ 
caline’  Salts  will  mix  with  un&uous  Subftances, 
as  Fat  or  Oyl,  yet  upon  adding  an  acid  to  the 
mixture  the  Alkali  will  unite  with  it,  and  for- 
fake  the  Oyl,  fo  as  it  is  reftor’d  to  it’s  former 
State,  unalter’d  ;  the  fame  with  many  other 
ffienftruums,  which  are  well  known  to  thole  con- 
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Vetfant  with  the  Laws  of  Affinity.  I  could  gw£ 
a  hundred  Examples  more,  but  that  it  would 
be  trefpaffing  on  the  Readers  time,  neither  is 
it  proper  to  pafs  over  it  with  entire  Silence  ; 
as  it  might  with  reafon  be  looked  upon  as  an 
Impofition,  to  obtrude  upon  the  Public  a  Medicine 
under  the  Name  of  a  radical  Cure  for  the  Stone 
without  accounting,  and  in  a  meafure  convincing 
the  Patient  it  is  not  Prefumption  but  found  rea- 
foning  that  gives  it  that  I  itle. 

I  have  before  prov’d  an  Alkaline  Salt  is  the 
only  Medicine  likely  to  yield  the  P.emedy  fo  jong 
fought  after  ;  but  how  to  quality  and  order  inch 
a  Medicine,  fo  as  that  a  Quantity  might  with 
iafety  be  taken  into  the  Body  for  tne  Pmpotes 
diffolving  Stones  in  the  Bladder,  was  left  to  be 
try'd  by  Chymical  Experiments,  (bis  Labor  hoc  Opus) 
I  flatter  myfelf  I  have  fully  attain  d  that  end  ;  for 
befides  the  Teftimonies  hereafter  given,  and  hun¬ 
dreds  in  Manufcript,  of  Perfons  that  have  taken  it 
for  a  confiderable  time  without  in  the  lcaft  induc¬ 
ing  a  Sicknefs  or  Nauiea  of  the  Stomach,  but  on 
the  contrary,  it  never  fails  to  recover  their  Appe¬ 
tite  and  Strength,  if  deficient  before  ;  for  as  the 
Stone  and  Gravel  impairs  the  Conflitution  in  gene¬ 
ral,  the  Appetite  is  loft,  and  the  Patient  in  con- 
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fequence  grows  weak,  fo  that  without  calling  It 
an  Aftringent  Stomachic,  it  by  removing  the  Cauie 
allays  the  Effects  ;  one  veriy  happy  and  peculiar 

advantage  resulting  from  my  Experiments  on  the 

«•  ' 

Medicine,  is,  that  tho’  it  does  not  act  at  all 
like  an  Alkali  on  the  Stomach,  yet  it  preferves 
and  exerts  with  force  it’s  influence  when  arriv’d 
at  tne  Bladder,  which  may  to  foriie  appear  a 
Paradox,  unlefs  .reafonably  and  apparently  ex¬ 
plain’d.  Alkaline  as  well  as  ,  Acid  Salts,  are 
fcompos’d  of  Particles  like  fo  many  Needles  or 
Swords,  which  induce  great  Pain  like  unlevi¬ 
gated  Calomel  when  taken  in  large  Quantities,- 
which  Particles  in  my  Preparation  are  envelop’d 
or  wrapt  up  in  a  mucilaginous  Liquor  that  (heaths 
and  blunts  it’s  points  and  renders  it  fo  agreable 
to  the  Stomach,  that  a  fucking  Infant  may  take  it, 
the  above  mucilage  being  totally  inoffenfive  and 

us’d  for  no  other  purpofe  than  as  above ;  and 

1 

being  compos’d  of  groffer  Parts  than  the  Medicine 
is  at  length  dilentangled  from  it  and  carried  out 
by  the  common  Enmnctorid's  $  ’tis  reafonable  to' 
fuppofe  that  fome  of  the  Medicine  mint  ftili.  joe 
retain’d  and  carried  with  it,  but  the  lofs  is 
amply  made  up  in  the  ftrength  the  remaining 
Quantity  acquires,  when  united  with  the  Anirao- 
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jiiacal  Salts  contain’d  in  the  Urine,  (Sal  Ammoniac 
and  a  fix’d  Alkali,  when  triturated  together, 
afford  a  very  Volatile  Salt,  tho’  feperate  no  volati¬ 
lity  is  obferv’d)  and  ferves  to  throw  a  dill  greater 
light  on  the  doctrine  of  Specific  Medicines. 

And  laftly,  as  a  proof  that  the  Urine  (contrary 
to  it’s  natural  State)  participates  of  an  Alkali, 
communicated  by  the  Medicine.  If  a  Patient 
under  a  regular  courfe  of  it  makes  Water  into 
a  glafs  Veffel,  wherein  is  a  fmall  quantity  of 
Syrup  of  Violets ;  it  will  be  found  to  change  it 
Greenifh :  a  manifest  and  determin’d  fign  of  a 
prevailing  Alkali,  as  that  Syrup  is  the  (landing 
criterion  for  diftinguifhing  Acids  from  Alkalies, 
when  it  cannot  by  the  Tafte  or  other  means ; 
and  that  it  has  not  fuch  Effect  upon  the  Blood 
is  as  certain,  for  by  all  the  Experiments  poffible 
to  be  made  upon  that  Fluid  with  that  Syrup  or 
any  other  Liquor, no  fuch  Effect  can  be  found, 
by  which  I  amcertain  a  Perion  might  if  requir’d, 
take  the  Medicine  for  Years  without  it’s  fen- 
fibly  affettingany  other  part  than  the  urinary 

w 

Canals.* 

Perhaps  it  may  be  faid  that  it’s  the  property 
of  the  Blood  ( Ab .  Origine )  to  convert  all  Ali¬ 
ments,  whether  Acid  or  others,  into  it’s  own 
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"Nature,  and  by  that  means  other  Medicines  of 
that  Clafs  might  with  equal  propriety  be  term’d 
Specifics  in  fother  DIfeafes,  all  which  I  do  not 
deny $  for  I  have  before  allow’d  the  exigence  of 
many  Specifics,  and  do  not  mean  to  infer  there 
are  no  other  Medicines  in  Nature  that  can  how¬ 
ever  prepar’d,  cure  the  Stone ;  I  only  lament 
they  are  not  fought  after  more. 

I  have  before  obferv’d  that  the  French  are 
much  lefs  fubjedt  to  the  Stone  than  the  Englifii,^ 
but  from  the  Numbers  that  are  cut  for  it  in  the 
Hofpitals  of  Paris ,  it  may  be  imagin’d  the  ine¬ 
quality  is  not  fo  great,  ’till  it’s  remark’d  that  in 
and  about  that  Metropolis  it’s  fuppos’d  they  are 
more  affli&ed  than  in  the  Country,  owing  as  is 
faid  to  a  concreting  Quality  in  the  W ater  of  the 
Seine ;  add  to  that,  the  Surgeons  there  are  re¬ 
puted  more  dext’rous  and  fuccefsful  in  the  Ope¬ 
ration  of  Lithotomy  than  others,  which  induces 
People  to  undergo  it  more  willingly ^  and  at  the 
fame  time  they  feldom  make  ufe  of  a  Medicine 
as  a  Remedy  in  fuch  Cafes. 


It 
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IT  frequently  happens  that  Excreflences  in  fome 
part  of  the  Urethra  or  Perinseum  by  impeding 
tlie  flow  of  Uripe,  is  taken  for  a  gravelly  Com¬ 
plaint,  efpecially  if  it  is  attended  with  a  degree 
of  Pain,  which  may  be  occafior/d  by  the  Sphinc¬ 
ter  of  the  Bladder  giving  paflage  to  the  Urine 
fre’er,  than  can  be  difcharg’d  by  the  leffend 
dimenfion  of  the  Cavity  of  the  Penis. 

It  may  be  remark’d  that  if  a  Perfon  during 
the  time  he  is  making  Water  intercepts  it’s  exit, 
by  comprefling  the  Penis,  a  violent  Pain  and 
uneaflnefs  enfues,  from  the  too  great  dilatation 
and  ftretching  of  the  Nerves,  the  mod  exquiflte  of 
feeling  of  any  part  of  an  human  Body,  and  with 
which  this  part  in  particular  is  well  furnilh’d. 

It  is  likewife  not  uncommon  for  the  Paflage 
to  be  contracted  from  the  many  Cicatrices  remain¬ 
ing  after  the  Cure  of  Ulcers  in  thofe  Parts  at¬ 
tending  venereal  Complaints;  efpecially  if  the 
Difeafe  was  of  long  handing,  or  if  fuch  Ulcers 
were  prepofteroufly  heai’d  by  aftringent  Medicines, 
fuch  as  Sugar  of  Lead  and  others  :  If  a  Perfon 
has  had  a  Gonorihsea  or  Clap  a  number  of 

V . 

p’mes  he  rarely  escapes  them  in  one  part  of  the; 

Faf- 
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Paffage  or  neck  of  the  Bladder.  It  is  a  nat«r 
ral  Confequence,  and  may  be  perceiv’d  that  the 
Skin  of  any  part  of  the  Body  is  drawn  together 
or  contracted,  when  there  has  been  an  Ulcer  or 
(Solatia  Continui)  heal’d  there,  which  makes  it 
obvious  that  Ulcer  upon  Ulcer  rnufc  confiderably 
jeffen  the  internal  Cavity  of  the  urinary  Paffage, 
and  make  the  ftream  of  Water  much  fmaller 
than  in  it’s  natural  State,  if  the  Excreffences 
/which  are  pieces  of  fungous  Flefh  refemblirtg 
Warts)  hang  loofe  in  the  Paffage,  they  occafion 
treat  Pain  often,  and  obfirudtion  of  Urine,  and 
occafion.  it  when  running  to  be  divided  in  it’s 
Stream  like  loofe  threads,  and  may  be  diftin- 
gu  idled  from  the  Stone  or  Gravel  in  thefe  Points; 
as  in  this  la  ft  Cafe,  the  Obftruction  in  running 
is  only  at  times,  whereas  in  the  other  it  con- 
tinues  as  long  as  they  remain :  It  alfo  is  to 
be  diftinguifh’d  from  the  Gravel,  when  it’s 
obferv’d  that  in  fuch  Obftrudtions,  or  when 
there  is  a  flridture  in  the  Paffage,  the  Urine  is  as 
clear  as  it  naturally  is,  but  in  the  Gravel  it  has 
an  apparent  and  often  copious  Sediment  in  it. 

There  is  alfo  a  Complaint  diametrically  different 
in  effedt,  proceeding  from  the  fame  caufe,  which 
is  a  Laxity  and  Debility  of  fuch  Parts,  induc’d 

by 
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by  a  too  Pee  ufe  of  mercurials  during  the  Cure, 
whofe  well  known  Property  is  that  of  univerfally 
relaxing. 

In  fuch  a  Complaint  by  the  incontinence  and 
fometimes  Profluvium  of  Urine,  with  an  aching 
Pain  after  voiding  it,  the  Patient  has  been  led 
to  imagine  he  had  the  Gravel  or  Stone. 

It  is  not  imagin’d  fuch  Complaints  as  thofe 
can  be  cur’d  by  my  Medicine ;  it  would  be  the 
greated  abfurdity  and  ignorance  to  expedt  it,  as 
they  originate  from  a  Caufe  remote  from  the 
other:  The  two  fird  of  thefe  Complaints  are 
to  be  cur’d  only  by  the  proper  ufe  of  Bou¬ 
gies,  as  I  have  experienc’d  in  numberlefs  In  (lan¬ 
ces;  and  the  lad  by  the  Yoke,  an  Inftrument 
to  be  worn  on  the  part.  The  Bougies  for 
dedroying  fungous  Flefh,  fhould  be  in  a  flight 
degree  efcarotic,  and  requires  great  Judgement 
in  preparing  them  ;  whereas  in  a  dridture  of  the 
Paffage,  they  fhould  be  quite  fimple,  as  they 
are  intended  only  to  dilate  and  expand ;  ai  d 
fhews  the  fallacy  of  feme  People,  who  advertife 
Bougies  of  one  Quality,  that  they  fay  will  cure 
all  Obdrudtions  in  the  urinary  Padages  whatever ; 
whereas  it  is  plain  that  the  lad  fort  can  be  of 
no  Service  in  the  former  Cafe,  and  (vice  verfa) 

the 


the  application  would  inevitably  render  the  DiC 
cafe  incurable. 

It  is  hop’d  it  will  not  be  thought  indelicate 
by  any  Reader, that  [  have  mention’d  the  above 
Symptoms,  which  tho’  brought  on  by  a  Caufe 
remote  from  the  Stone  and  Gravel,  was  thought 
neceiTary  j  as  they  might  erroneouily  be  look’d 
upon  as  fuch,  by  thofe  who  have  not  Know¬ 
ledge  enough  to  ditliinguhh  them ;  in  which 
Cafe  my  Medicine  might  be  taken  to  no  purpofe, 
but  putting  the  Perfons  to  needlefs  Expence,  and 
depreciating  the  Character  of  that,  which  in  other 
Cafes  is  found  ineftimable.

ITHERTO  I  have  faid  nothing  refpecling 


“*■  the  treatment  of  Children,  under  this  ex¬ 
cruciating  Malady  •  and  as  they  are  liable  as 

well  as  Adults  to  it’s  ravages ;  I  fhall  lay  down 
a  Courfe  the  moil  likely  to  fucceed  with 
them 

Children  whether  from  an  hereditary  Caufe 
or  Acquir’d,  are  frequently  attack’d  with  this 

Difeafe  in  it’s  fevered:  State,  even  at  the  final 1 

« 

Age  of  two  or  three  Years  and  lefs :  And  we 

have  one  Inftance  of  an  Infant  that  died  in 

I 

fevere  Agonies  at  the  Age  of  feven  Months, 

and  as  it’s  Complaints  could  not  be  invert  igated 

by  the  Perfons  who  attended  it,  the  Parents 
refolv’d  on  having  it  open’d  by  a  Surgeon,  who 
en  making  an  Incifilon  in  the  Bladder,  fouud 

a  Stone  as  large  as  a  Filbert,  with  an  extreme 
rough  furface,  and  appear’d  like  a  piece  of 
Sugar  when  a  little  Water  has  insinuated  itfelf 

into  it’s  Subftance  and  made  it  porous,  and  Ten 
bak’d  as  it  were  quite  hard  again.  The  Stone 
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was  found  to  be  as  friable  as  a  piece  of  Sugar 
m  that  State.  In  all  probability  if  a  proper- 
Solvent  Medicine  had  been  repeatedly  given  it 
with  the  Dofe  adapted  to  it’s  tender  Age,  it 
might  have  recovered ;  as  a  Stone  of  fo  loofe 
a  confidence,  generally  gives  way  to  a  few 

Doles,  or  if  there  had  been  more  than  one  Stone 
of  the  fame  nature  in  the  Bladder,  it  would 
without  doubt  have  furvived  longer,  as  by  the 

continual  agitation  and  motion  of  the  Urine  in 
the  Bladder,  one  Stone  is  thrown  repeatedly 

again  the  other,  and  by  that  renders  the  fur- 
face  of  them  fmoother,  and  often  leffens  their 

flze  confiderably ;  we  always  obferve  when  we 
Cut  for  the  Stone,  that  where  there  is  but  one, 
it’s  furface  is  rougher  than  when  there  are  two 
or  more. 

It’s  impoffible  to  account  fully  for  fuch  hady 
growth  of  Stones  as  in  this  Cafe,  efpecially  as 

Children  live  fo  limply  in  relpedt  to  Food. - — 

Some  have  imagin’d  it  accumulates  even  in  Utero: 
*tis  certain  that  a  weak  Stomach  is  greatly  the 
occafion  of  it,  for  if  they  are  from  their  Birth 
feeble,  they  are  indulg’d  with  extraordinary  Red, 
bv  which  means  the  Aliment  is  not  well  adimu- 
lated,  but  remains  grofs  and  join’d  with  a  pre- 
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ternatural  Iargenefs  of  the  fecretory  Glands  ;  d 
Quantity  of  fuch  Matter  is  carried  with  the 
Urine  into  the  Bladder,  and  there  by  the  inac¬ 
tivity  of  the  Childs  difpofition,  is  fuffer’d  to 
depofit  it  fre’er  than  it  would  if  it  could  bear 
to  be  moved  as  Children  in  Health  generally 
do. - And  that  inaction  and  Reft  contributes 

I 

more  than  all  to  the  growth  of  the  Stone,  is 
evident  from  it’s  encreafmg  fo  faft  ill  an  urinal 
where  it  is  not  agitated  to  and  fro. 

In  agile  Perfons,  who  have  been  fubjedt  for  Years 
to  only  flight  Complaints  of  the  Gravel  and  Stone, 
when  there  is  a  difpofition  to  Concrete;  but  it 
by  accident  they  are  attack’d  with  another  Difeafe, 
fo  as  to  confine  them  for  a  time  to  their  Bed, 
the  fabulous  Matter  immediately  is  collected  and 
forms  itfelf  into  a  Stone,  which  if  at  all  large, 
farther  prevents  the  Patient  from  ufing  Excercife, 
as  Pain  allways  fucceed  it,  and  fo  has  time  to 

grow  to  a  great  bignefs :  It’s  likewife  obferv’d 

/ 

that  nine  out  of  ten  who  are  Cut  for  it,  are 

of  a  weak  Staminaoi  have  had  fome  predifpofing 
Illnefs. 

What  I  have  faid  above  ferves  to  convince 

how  neceffary  it  is  to  ufe  gentle  Excercife  in 

the  Gravel,  or  beginning  of  the  Stone ;  or  when 

the 
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the  Difeafe  is  wholly  confin’d  to  the  Kidneys,  as 
q,  means  of  preventing  a  farther  Concretion  ;  it 
may  be  remark’d  that  after  riding  on  Horfeback 
much,  the  Urine  is  itrongly  charg’d  with  a  gra¬ 
velly  Sediment,  as  that  Excercife  afts  upon  the 
Bladder  like  a  diuretic  Medicine,  by  fcouring  and 
deterging  it  of  what  faburrous  Matter  remain’d 
there,  and  if  it  is  too  much  us’d  fo  as  to 
make  Labour  and  Fatigue  of  it,  the  Mucus 
that  lines  the  internal  furface  of  the  Bladder,  is 
difcharg’d  with  the  Urine  likewife ;  in  which 
Cafe  the  laft  fee  ms  preternaturally  hot,  as  in  a 
Strangury. 


In  Children  nothing  can  be  more  proper  than 
a  Milk  Diet,  as  it  prevents  in  a  meafure  violent 
Inflamation,  and  may  in  all  polilbility  retard  the 
growth  of  the  Stone  ;  Honey  when  it  is  not 
too  opening,  fucceeds  well  either  in  Children  or 
grown  Perions,  as  it’s  impolTible  for  a  Fit  of 

the  Stone  to  come  on  without  an  inflamatory 

difpofition  of  the  Body,  and  Honey  and  fuck 
things  are  known  to  v  prevent  it  •  Mead  which 
is  made  of  Honey  and  Water  is  a  very  proper 
Liquor  to  be  drank  in  the  Stone  and  Grave] 

A  y 
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and  being  lightly  faponaceous,  may  contribute  a 
little  to  the  evacuation  of  the  Saburra. 

Manna  is  a  pretty  Purge  for  Children  when 
necelfary,  but  Glyfters  with  that  and  infulion  of 
Sena  with  a  little  Oyl  tucceed  bell,  and  Ihould 
be  given  at  the  beginning  of  a  Fit,  as  they  are 
found  greatly  to  Ihorten  it’s  duration.  The  fame 
Medicine  requir’d  in  the  Cure  of  Adults  is 
equally  proper  in  Children,  only  the  Dofe  mull 
be  lelfened,  and  they  are  in  general  found  to 
be  cur’d  full  as  eafy  as  Men  or  Women. 

From  what  has  been  faid,  it  cannot  with 
Reafon  be  iuppos’d  a  Rule  can  be  laid  down 
for  the  quantity  cf  Medicine  necelfary  to  be 
taken  in  the  Cure  of  the  Stone  ;  the  diverfity, 
number,  fize  and  confidence  of  them,  renders 
it  impoffible;  it  alfo  happens  that  one  Medicine 
in  different  Conftitutions  acts  more  or  lefs  favour¬ 
able,  for  what  in  one  alters  not  in  the  leaft 
the  temperature  of  the  Body,  or  proves  lightly 
aftringent,  •  may  in  another  occafion  a  Laxnefs 
and  Irequency  of  Stools,  in  which  cafe  a,  part 
of  the  Medicine  is  carried  thro’  the  inteftines, 
without  at  all  acting  on  the  Stone  ;  if  fuch  an 
Fifed  Rou Id  fucceed  the  taking  my  Medicine, 
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(tho1  in  a  Hundred  I  do  not  meet  with  it)  I 
would  advife  a  little  toafted  Nutmeg,  or  half  a 
glafs  of -Tent  and  Brandy  to  be  taken;  or  on 
the  contrary  if  a  coftivenefs  fhould  intervene 
during  it’s  ufe,  a  Scruple  of  powder  Rhubarb, 
taken  in  a  little  Lilbon  or  white  Port,  will  as 
effectually  remove  that :  but  fuch  elaborate  Pains 
has  been  taken  in  it’s  Preparation,  that  Ninety- 
nine  out  of  a  Hundred  will  have  no  occasion 
to  ufe  any  Auxilliary  in  that  refpeCt,  which  is 
no  inconfiderate  recommendation  to  the  taking  the 
Medicine,  and  enfuring  Succefs  from  it. 

Nor  can  there  be  much  greater  certainty  in 
directing  when  to  omit  the  Medicine  entirely; 
as  it  frequen  ly  happens  that  the  curative  Effects 
of  it  are  fo  fudden  as  to  make  the  Patient 
imagine  by  taking  perhaps  only  two  or  three 
large  Bottles  he  is  perfectly  cur’d,  which  he  is 
led  to  believe  from  the  extraordinary  Eafe  he 
enjoys,  accounted  for  by  the  Stone  being  of  a 
fofter  Texture  than  moft,  and  having  had  a 
number  of  alperities  and  angular  Points  in  it, 
was  the  occalion  cf  the  great  Pain  felt  before. 
Now  when  the  Urine  is  fully  faturated  with 
the  Solvent,  it  afcts  upon  it  more  effectually,  than 
if  of  a  clofer  union,  and  by  it’s  gentle  himulus 

moving 
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moving  it  arainft  the  Tides  of  the  Bladder  (and 
from  the  attrition  of  the  Urine  itfelf,)  abrades 
it’s  Surface  and  renders  it  fmooth  and  even, 

which  never  fails  to  contribute  to  the  Eafe  of 
the  Patient,  and  often  makes  him  believe  it’s 
Subftance  entirely  deftroy’d,  thro’  which  he 

leaves  off  taking  the  Medjcine  too  foon. 

The  above  Circumftance  of  perfedl  Eafe  be¬ 
fore  the  Cure  is  performed,  neverthelefs  does 

not  often  occur,  in  general  a  Pain  is  felt  to 

the  very  laft  of  it’s  folution  and  expulfion  ; 

I  cannot  blame  a  Perfon  for  laying  afide  the 

Remedy  at  a  reafonable  time  after  fuch  Eafe; 

as  the  worft  that  can  attend  an  Error  of  that 

fort,  is  the  neceffity  of  refuming  it’s  ufe,  which 
if  not  well  will  be  foon  after,  as  it  but 

rarely  occurs  that  a  Stone  in  fuch  a  ft  ate  fails 
to  accumulate  anew,  ana  induce  frefh  Com¬ 
plaints. 

I  have  not  all  along  thought  it  neceftary  to 
make  any  material  difference  between  the  Gravel 
and  Stone,  (except  in  the  Regimen)  they  being 
the  fame  Difeafe  in  a  different  degree,  it’s  im- 
poffible  to  have  the  Stone  without  a  predifpofing 
gravelly  Complaint,  unlefs  the  Caufe  is  preter¬ 
natural, 
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natural,  as  an  extraneous  body  being  lodged  in 
the  Bladder.  At  Guadaloupe  a  Gentleman  receiv’d 
a  fmall  Bullet  in  an  Engagement,  which  entered 
the  Bladder,  and  ftirviving  the  Wound,  he  was 
afterwards  feiz’d  with  the  Stone  and  was  cut 
for  it  when  in  fawing  it  in  two,  the  Bullet 
was,  plain  to  be  feen,  and  was  the  only  Nucleus 
that  began  the  Concretion, 
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The  following  CTes  fo  well  authenticated  it 
is  hop’d  will  prove  the  fuperior  efficacy  of  the 
Remedy  to  the  common  Medicines '  given  in 
this  Difeafe,  fuch  as  Lime-water,  Soap,  Oyfter- 
ffiells,  &c.  efpecially  as  it  fo  well  agrees  with 
the  Stomach  and  Conftitution  of  every  Patient  ; 
and  the  Proprietor  allures  the  Public  that  hun¬ 
dreds  have  been  cur’d  by  it,  which  his  former 
hurry  of  Bufinefs  in  Surgery  and  Midwifery,  pre¬ 
vented  him  from  vifiting,  but  that  in  future  he 
purpofes  making  it  a  principal  part  of  his  Pro- 
feffion,  and  /hall  attend  all  in  the  moft  extra¬ 
ordinary  Cafes.  He  has  at  this  time  four  Perfons 
under  his  courfe  of  Medicine,  that  labour  under 
the  confirm’d  Stone ;  havisg  founded  them,  one 
of  which  has  likewife  been  examined  by  Dr. 
lordyce,  they  are  not  quite  well,  but  their 
Cafes  will  be  given  in  the  next  Edition,  which 
will  be  fhortly  Publifhed. 
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Che  following  Gentleman  for  a  cogent  Reafort , 
objected  to  have  his  Name  at  length ,  but  may 
be  referred  to  from  any  of  the  Places  of  Sale9 
as  he  would  willingly  and  with  Pleafure  authen¬ 
ticate  what  is  faid  of  his  Cafe.

means. — from  the  effeCts  of  fo  large  a  Dofe,  re¬ 
peated  twice  in  the  Day  he  continued  to  dif- 

charge  a  great  number  of  Stones  about  the  fize 
of  the  former,  and  fome  as  large  as  a  Horfe- 

bean,  one  or  two  of  which  had  ftuck.  in  the 

Urethra,  fo  as  to  occafion  great  Pain  and  ob- 
ftruCtion  in  making  Water,  but  by  the  afliitance 
of  a  partial  bathing  with  warm  Water  and  Oyl 
and  the  efforts  of  Nature,  they  were  pafs?d,  and 

br 
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by  taking  the  Medicine  for  a  little  time  longer* 
a  faburrous  Matter  was  difcharg’d  now  and  then 
’till  by  the  ceflation  of  Pain,  he  judg’d  he  was 
quite  well ;  and  lince  that  time  being  nine 
Months  ago,  has  not  fuffer’d  the  leaft  incon¬ 
venience.

I  lhall  juft  remark  that  not  having  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  vifiting  Mr.  Tates ,  he  was  left  to 
himfelf  to  proportion  his  Bofe  to  the  Complaint 
and  obferving  that  in  the  Direction  it  is  allow’d 
in  violent  Fits  of  the  Stone  to  be  taken  ip  the'

Such  a  courfe  is  rather  too  venturefome  and 
precipitant,  as  I  have  before  obferv’d,  that  when 
the  Stones  are  (mall,  they  are  liable  to  be  hur¬ 
ried  into  the  Urethra  with  too  much  force,  ana 
effectually  block  up  all  Paffage ;  and  fometimes 
when  it  cannot  be  extracted  with  the  Hook  ren¬ 
der  an  inciftion  thro’  the  Teguments  on  to  th. 
Stone  itfelf,  neceffary  for  it’s  Extirpation,

IT  Have  ’till  thefe  three  Weeks,  been  fubjedfc 
***  for  five  Years  with  a  Complaint  in

the  region  of  the  Loins,  he  look’d  upon  it  as 
an  infiamatory  Spafm  of  the  Kk  neys,  as  1  was 
well  lometimes  for  a  few  Days,  and  then  it 
would  return  with  great  Violence  ;  and  all 
this  time  nothing  remarkable  was  voided  with 
my  Urine  3  my  Appetite  failing,  I  began  to' 
think  it  a  Complaint  of  greater  Confequence  than 
the  Dodtor  guefs’d  it,  and  communicated  my 
fears  to  him,  who  wrote  for  me,  which  af¬ 
forded  me  a  little  relief  for  the  prefent;  nothing

It  has  frequently  happen’d 
that  People  have  fuffer’d  of  the  Stone  in  the 
Kidneys  for  a  eonflderable  time,  without  any 
appearance  of  it’s  removing ;  when  after  any 
laborious  Exercife  or  other  Caufe,  an  Infla- 

mation  has  enfued,  which  has  for  that  time 
been  a  temporary  Cure,  by  the  Pain  inducing 

convulhve  twitches  m  the  Part,  fo  often  re¬ 
peated,  that,  at  length  the  Stones  are  expeli’d 
from  thence  into  the  Bladder,  and  if  the 
Patient  is  fo  happy  as  to  dilcharge  them 
with  the  Urine,  he  is  perfectly  cured  for  that 
time,  but  tho’  in  the  Kidneys  the  accretion  of 
the  Stone  is  fo  very  flow,  yet  if  it  happens 
to  remain  there,  it  increafes  much  fader,  owing 
to  the  contain’d  Fluid  always  fmrounding  it. 
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I  return’d  him  for  Anfwer  that  I  could  nor 
perceive  the  leaft  neceflity  of  taking  the  Medi¬ 
cine  longer,  but  advis’d  him  as  his  Stomach  was 
weak  to  fortify  it  with  Bitters,  and  take  a  few 
Dofes  of  the  Vinum  Antimonii  now  and  then 
in  red  Wine  and  Water.

P  H  E  had  been  from  her  Infancy  at  times

even  any  other  fuftenance  than  a  bit  of  dry 
Toad:,  with  a  little  Tent  Wine  now  and  then ; 
in  which  Condition  die  apply’d  to  me,  but  be¬ 
fore  I  adminider’d  the  Medicine,  I  order’d  fix 
Ounces  of  Blood  to  be  taken  from  her  Foot, 
by  way  of  revnldon  to  relieve  the  violent  Vo¬ 
miting  die  complain’d  of ;  [and  as  die  had  a 
fuppredion  in  making  Water,  from  an  uncom¬ 
mon  ftridture  and  contradtion  of  the  Sphindter 
of  the  Bladder,  together  with  a  violent  Pain 
along  the  Femur  Mufcle3,  induc’d  by  a  fym- 
pathy  of  Parts.  I  order’d  a  Semicupium  or 
half  Bath  in  warm  Water,  firffc  giving  her  two 
Tea-fpoonfulls  of  the  Specific,  in  as  much  Bar¬ 
ky-water  or  thin  jelly  as  die  could  bear  on  her 
Stomach,  and  the  retention  of  Urine  was  fo 
great  as  to  diftend  to  an  uncommon  degree  the 
Abdomen,  and  threaten  a  Rupture  or  Paralyd* 
of  the  Bladder,  yet  in  Iefs  than  an  Hour  and 
a  Half  die  made  at  lead:  three  Quarts  of  Water. 
I  defir  d  her  to  be  put  to  Bed  with  frequent 
fmall  draughts  of  warm  Wine  diluted,  which 

brought 
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brought  on  a  plentiful  Sweat,  and  flie  flepfc  that 
Night  tolerable  well  ^  for  the  two  fucceeding 
Days,  I  order’d  the  fame  quantity  of  the  Sol¬ 
vent  to  be  repeated  every  eight  Hours,  and 
then  as  the  Fit  did  not  return,  it  was  given 
her  twice  a  Day,  which  Ihe  continued  ’till  ih® 
had  [taken  four  Half-Guinea  Bottles  j  ihe  had 
during  that  time  two  flight  returns  of  the  Fit* 
but  went  off  in  lefs  than  an  Hour  each  time* 
and  had  difcharg’d  a  great  quantity  of  Gravel 
by  the  time  Ihe  had  taken  two  Bottles,— Ihe  was: 
again  attack’d  with  a  third  Fit,  and  dreading 
it’s  feverity  as  it  appear’d  to  begin  with  great 
Fain,  Ihe  took  the  Medicine  every  fix  Hours 
for  three  times,  at  the  end  of  which  Ihe  di£ 
charg’d  two  Stones,  one  of  which  was  as  large 
as  a  Tare,  the  other  about  the  foe  of  a  Len¬ 
til,  they  are  of  an  extreme  hard  fub fiance  and 
had  fome  angular  points  as  fharp  as  Diamonds, 
and  feem’d  to  have  been  broke  in  two :  ihe 
perfever’d  in  the  Courfe  for  a  Fortnight  longer, 
and  finding  no  return  of  the  Difeafe  at  all  or 
buffering  the  leaft  Pain,  judged  Die  was  radically 
cur’d,  and  has  not  had  the  lead  Symptom  fince 
thef  five  Months  ago.— notwithflanding  Ihe  had 

greater  Strength,  than  before  ihe  took  the  Me- 
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dicine,  yet  I  advis’d  her  to  take  the  Country 
Air ;  for  which  purpofe  /he  retir’d  to  Hertford 
five  Weeks,  and  return’d  better  than  /he  had 
been  for  Years. 

The  Lady  from  motives  of  delicacy,  refufed 
tto  have  her  Name  inferted  at  length,  but  has 
no  objedtion  to  fatisfy  any  of  her  own  Sex  of 
the  authenticity  of  the  above  relation,  and  has 
preferv’d  the  Stones,  being  the  moft  Angular  of 
any  human  Calculi  I  ever  before  faw.
